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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-3, drawn to a method of producing hydrogen from solid carbon 
materials and feed water, classified in class 204, subclass 164. 

IL Claims 4 and 5, drawn to a hydrogen production system, classified in class 422, 
subclass 186.04. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The inventions 
are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be practiced by another 
materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. (MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as 
claimed could be used to practice another materially different process such as vacuum arc plasma 
sputtering to form a protective hydrocarbon layer onto a substrate.
